San Francisco, April 21.— San F ra n ­ 
cisco has not seen the conclusion of 
the d ev a sta tin g work of the conflagra- 
tlon. 
The lire that started at Nob hill and 
worked its w ay to the North beach s e c ­ 
tion. sw ee p in g that section clean, w a s 
later veered around by a fierce wind 
m d m ade its w ay southerly to th e im ­ 
m ense s e a w a ll, sh ed s and grain w a re­ 
houses 
T h e flames are heading di­ 
rectly for the im m ense ferry building, 
tile term inal point for all trains of tile 
Southern Pacific road. 
The d a rk n ess 
and the wind, which at tim es a m o u n t­ 
ed to a gale, added fresh terrors to the 
situation. 
T h e authorities con sid ered 
conditions so grave that it w as decided 
to s w oar in im m ediately 1,000 special 
policem en armed with rifles furnished 
by the federal governm ent. 
In a d d i­ 
tion to this force, 
com panies of the 
national guard arrived from interior 
points. 
It w as reported at night that th ir ­ 
ty-five w h ite men lvad been shot and 
killed w hile attem pting to work their 
way 
into the ruins 
of the 
U nited 
Stater 
sub-treasury on 
C om m ercial 
street. 
T w o Chinese w ere shot and 
killed on Market street for refu sin g to 
obey orders of the soldiery. 


To Prevent an Epidemic. 


Six hundred laborers from the ocean 
shore arrived during 
the ev e n in g to 
look after the c ity ’s sewers, to prevent 
an epidem ic, and tile United R ailw ays 
com m enced 
its efforts 
to clea n 
up 
som e of the streets. 
R eports of babes being born in tho 
refugee cam ps were 
frequently 
re 
oeived. 
F ive w om en becam e mot liers 
in Golden G ate park 
At night tim 
main rem aining fire 
was confined to east of Van N e s s ave­ 
nue and north of Union street, but w as 
burning its w ay to tile shore. 
L ate 
in tile afternoon tile 
police 
broke open every saloon and corner 
grocery 
in the 
saved d istricts 
and 
poured all malt and spiritous liquors 
into the gutters. 
T h e Postal Telegraph com pany h as 
abandoned its temporary office in tin' 
Ferry building. 
The wind, w h ich is 
blow ing 
a gale, 
has shifted 
to the 
northw est and the flames now threaten 
the Fort y building. 
Flam e and sm oke hid from v ie w the 
v esse ls that lay off shore, vain ly at­ 
tem pting to ch eck tile fire. 
N o w ater 
was availab le except from the w ater 
side and it w as not until alm ost dark 
that the department, w as able to turn 
Its attention to this point. 
At 6 o ’clock it was believed that the 
fire had been checked at Van N e s s av e­ 
nue and F ilbert streets. 
T h e build­ 
ings on a high slope betw een Van N ess 
and Polk, Union and Filbert stre ets 
w ere blazing 
fiercely, fanned 
by a 
high wind, 
but the blocks 
w ere so

all will be well in the end. 
The big m en of the state are here 
assisting in tin! work of reorganiza­ 
tion. 
The n ew s that the money in 
Hie vaults of the banks in San Fran­ 
cisco is safe and that all the hanks 
will pay In full as soon as calm takes 
the place of the disorder of the pres­ 
ent, has done m uch to prevent panic. 
The big con stru ction com panies here 
have opened 
up em ploym ent 
offices 
and hundreds of survivors have been 
employed to he se n t im m ediately to 
the quarries 
that there may 
he no 
lack of building o ’ai repair material. 
Already m an y o f the buildings dam ­ 
aged by the earthq uak e of W ednesday 
morning are b ein g repaired and ac­ 
tivity of a h ea lth y and reassuring sort 
is stirring all about. 
Should the re­ 
lief trains and m oney to aid the h om e­ 
less poor arrive quickly, that fam ine 
and p estilence and w retchedness m ay 
not add their horrors 
to the present 
calamity, one with a sufficient am ount 
of fortitude m ay look on the present 
plight of the city not without a strong 
confidence in the future. 
Through all 
of the d isaster tile splendid; indom it­ 
able courageous spirit of the W est has 
asserted itself.

San Francisco, April 21.— A lthough 
every effort of the various relief co m ­ 
m ittees during the day was m ade to 
appease th e gn aw ing hunger of the 
destitute th o u sa n d s— effort that w as in 
a large m ea su re successful—there are 
still m any persons without sufficient 
food. 
The governm ent officials took charge 
of every grocery store still stand in g 
and gave out foodstuffs lo all th o se 
who w ere hungry. 
Bread lines w ere
